New scholarship 
homicide victim,

There will soon be a new scholarship at 
the UNO College of Business Administration. 

This scholarship honors homicide victim 
Trever Lee, who was shot to death on Nov. 11, 
2004, at his home on 105th St. Omaha Police 
are still investigating the crime. No arrests 
have been made. 

Lee, EricSandquist and Jacob Erdei began 
an investment club, Midas Investment Group, 
more than a year ago. Sandquist has been a 
leader in efforts to create a new scholarship, 
the Trever Lee Memorial Scholarship, to honor 
his friend and investment partner. 

‘It means a lot to me because | know 
Trever liked to do things for people,” Sandquist 
said. 

The scholarship will be a minimum of 
$500 awarded annually to a UNO business 
student. The scholarship recipient will be 
considered on financial need, interest in

investment science, the study of investment 
strategy using scientific and mathematical 
methods. 

The UNO College of Business 
Administration was chosen for this award 
because Lee was planning on attending the 
college this fall. He had previously applied, 


but he withdrew because of employment |

The scholarship funds will mostly come 
from family, friends, and fundraising events. 
The first fundraiser was a poker toumament, 
because of Lee and his friends’ love of cards.

On Dec. 29, 2004, Omaha Police 
responded to one of the four holiday 
break burglaries at 6514, University 
Drive South, #234C, University Village. 

This was not the first ime someone 
has broken into this apartment. 

Over the 2003 holiday break, the 
same apartment suffered a_ similar 
break-in. Paul Kosel, assistant manager 
of campus security, offered that the 
location of the apartment made it good 
target. It sits on the backside of UV, 
facing the golf course. 

This most recent 
burglary at this 
apartment — resulted 
in almost $2000 of 
stolen goods, making 
it a felony. A laptop 
and = several DVDs 
were stolen from. the 
apartment. 

The burglary 
occurred sometime 
between Dee. 23, 200-4 
and Dee. 26, 200-4.

holiday break. Her roommates had 
called her earlier, informing her of the 
break-in. At this point, the roommates 
had only contacted Campus Security, 
not the OPD.

Unfortunately, campus security had 
only taken pictures of the damage done 
to the building. By the time the police 
were able to investigate, the apartment 
had been restored to its pre-burglary 
condition. 

“Something like this (burglary), we 
try to encourage the victim to contact the 
police,” Kosel said. “But it’s ultimately 
up to the student.” 

The door was pried open with a 
screwdriver, with no damage to the 
frame, according to Erb and the police 
report. 

Erb has been contacted several times 
by an Omaha Police detective since the 


incident.

After these break- 
ins, a campus security 
officer was placed in 
University Village for 
the rest of the holiday 


patrol University Village 
more frequently aver break, but plans 
on improving its strategies next year.

That may not console this year’s 
victims, but will hopefully prevent next 
year’s students from becoming victims 
themselves. 


Regent meeting yields controversy

The semester’s first faculty senate 
meeting, held Wednesday, addressed 
the creation of a new college, the plus 
and minus system, minority issues and 
faculty support dilemmas. 

The meeting resulted in the passing 
of a resolution that would combine 
the School of Communication, the 
departments of Theatre, Music, Art and 
Art History, and Writer’s Workshop, 
into the College of Communication, 
Fine Arts and Media. 

This approval was one of the steps 
necessary for the resolution to pass 
before creating the new college. 

Senator Chris Allen indicated that 
the vote of faculty resulted in a 67 


percent approval. 

As for faculty support, Senator 
Randy Adkins with the Committee for 
Professional Development attempted 
to pass a resolution asking for 
administration’s financial support of 
faculty members that belong to one 
campus, but teach at another. 

“It makes sense to us that we should 
make sure that we fund the faculty 
that’s teaching our students,” Senator 
Adkins said. 

The resolution was not passed, 
as faculty senate members felt that 
the wording should be revisited. It 
was resubmitted for the committee’s 
revisal. 

“The system at UNL (University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln) needs to find a way 
to support these faculty members,” 
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Native American Youth Conference will 
involve entire campus during June weekend

While many UNO students and 
faculty use the summer to take a breather, 
Carolyn Fiscus will be spending what 
she calls “three sleepless nights” in 
June, offering new opportunities and 
experiences to Native American teens 
from all over the state. 

Fiscus, the director of Native 
American Studies at UNO, along with 
other members of the UNO faculty, will 
be hosting the Circle of Nations Youth 
Leadership Council. The event, which is 
to ruin June 27-29, is designed to expose 
Native American youth to a college 
environment and give them hands-on 
experience in career development. 

Funded in kind by the Center for 
Native American Studies, the program 
will be hosted in its entirety on campus, 
Preparations are already being made 
for this year’s conference by securing 
the use of several on-campus facilities 
including the Scott Residence Hall and 
the Milo Bail Student Center. 

“They're (the teenagers) going to be 
here for a short time but we're going to 
pack a lot of motivational, goal-setting, 
career type activities in. It’s a lot of fun,” 
Fiscus said. 

“There are going to be games and 
activities. We're trying to arrange for 
them to go rock climbing and kayaking 
at HPER (Health, Physical Education 
and Reereation building). These are 
things that these kids haven’t had the 
chance to do before. There aren’t health

clubs out there (on reservations).” 

The program has shifted its focus to 
career and educational exploration for 
grades 9-12. In previous conferences, the 
agenda was heavy with life skills such 
as safe sex and drug use prevention. 

“The conference has been going on 
for three or four years and in that time 
they have spent an exorbitant amount 
of time talking on (life skills). And there 
are programs on the reservation that 
work (with these issues).” 

Fiscus said that as a Native American 
parent and as a teacher it is important 
that, after the children have learned 
that list of things not to do, they then be 
given a list of things that they can do. 

“That wasn’t happening at the 
conferences. We're ready to take this 
group of students to that next level.” 

Using an interdisciplinary approach 
to this year’s events, Fiscus has enlisted 
assistance from many departments 
including HPER, English, the campus 
library and communications. 

Dr. Teresa Lamsam from the 
communications department _ is 
coordinating a live web log for the 
students. According to Lamsam_ the 
students will have two days to learn 
the skills and acquire the information 
required to maintain the “Blogosphere” 
that will run for four hours. 

“The first day we will teach the 
students (how to write a basic news 
story). The second day will be the 
actual blog.” Lamsam said. “We will 
have a newsroom set up in one of the 
communication computer rooms.”

Lamsam said that the students 
will have opportunity to complete 
assignments including interviewing and 
exploring the campus. She feels that.this 
will benefit the students by showing 
them different aspects of college life and 
the excitement in a journalism career. 

“They're going to feel the deadline 
pressure. They’re going to feel the 
adrenaline rush of having to go out. 
Get the interviews. Run back. I hope the 
students get a taste of journalism that 
excites them about this field, It’s a big 
confidence booster.” 

According to Fiscus, the event is part 
ofa growing trend throughout the nation. 
Universities such as Harvard, Stanford 
and Dartmouth often offer these types 
of conferences for their incoming Native 
American students. 

She points out that 
this conference is different 
because it is for all 
students, not just those 
interested in attending 
UNO. The conference 
will include youth from 
reservations and urban 
areas. Fiscus feels that this 
is especially important 
because it creates new 
learning opportunities for 
both groups of students 
and offers time for them 
to make plans for their 
futures. Citing a similar 
program at Creighton that 
serves several of the same 
students, she said that 


these programs are just a small part of 
getting them ready for the “next level” 
of their education. 

“Especially the juniors and seniors 
are starting to look at what it is they’re 
going to do for the rest of their lives. 
They're probably getting a little anxious 
about that, so we're going to try to 
give them options, like UNO or other 
universities.” 

Fiscus said that she is hopeful that the 
students will come out of this program 
feeling a greater sense of competency. 

“I want them to say ‘I am capable 
of succeeding at a university. I could 
manage myself and I can adjust to this 
environment.’” 

“And the second thing I want them 
to say is ‘I really like UNO.’”

Cancun, Mexico is a spring break 
destination for many college students looking 
for a non-stop party and fun in the sun. But 
not everyone is looking to party the entire 
time, and some people don’t want to spend 
all their time in the sun (Hello, Skin cancer 
and premature aging). With so many different 
activities to do and things to experience, it can 
be hard to choose between them, but here is 
my top-five list of things to do in Cancun.

Washington plays the role of U.S. Major 
Bennet Marco, who recalls nightmares. of 
murder and brain manipulation while fighting 
in the Gulf War. He begins to make sense of his 
recollections upon the vice presidential election 
of Sergeant Raymond Shaw (Schreiber), who 
served with Marco in the Gulf War, and was 
awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor 
for his heroic duties. Marco is forced to take 
medication for the horrific memories that 
doctors purposely dismiss as nothing more than 
post-traumaticstress syndrome. When Marco 
starts retaining more and more information, he 
attempts to call on Sergeant Shaw for help to 
putall the pieces together.

Another one bites the dust .... The 
biggest and most popular of all BitTorrent 
link sites died a grisly death over winter 
break. Suprnova.com, a Web site devoted to 
posting torrent files (of the popular filesharing, 
program BitTorrent), met its demise allegedly 
due from continued pressure from the MPAA 
and RIAA. 

Supmova.com was maintained by Sloncek 
(a pseudonym meaning “little elephant” in 
Slovic). Since Suprnova.com was based in 
Slovenia, the worldwide companies allied 
against file sharing had a difficult time over the 
past couple years shutting the site down. 

Although Sloncek has told reporters he 
took the site down because its maintenance 
was too taxing on his schoolwork (he’s still 
in high school), many speculate that he was 
receiving too many legal threats. 

While this may be the end of Suprnova. 
com, Sloncek has recently announced that 
a ‘private investor has hired him to oversee 
Exeem, a new file-sharing program that 
promises to contain all of BitTorrent’s successes 
and none of its failures, No definitive date 
has been set for Exeem’s launch as of yet, but 
Sloncek promises it will be just around the 
comer. 

All's not lost yet, though ... On Jan. 11, 
Slyck.com reported that Torrentz.com is back 
online after a long hiatus. The popular torrent 
site only featured half as many listings as 
Suprnova.com at its peak, and it eventually 
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folded due to pressure from the entertainment 
industry. 

Torrentz.com's owner, Flippy (you 
guessed it—another pseudonym), told Slyck. 
com that the site is now hosted in China, 
which should keep the MPAA and RIAA off 
its heels for the time being. Flippy admitted 
that Torrentz.com’s resurrection shortly after 
Supmova’s death was not a coincidence. 

A few other torrent sites still poing 
strong: Sharelive.com, Lokitorrentcom and 
‘Torrentsearch.com.

«++ US CD sales rose by 2.3 percent in 2004, 
despite the growing popularity of legal and 
illegal music downloading. Research company 
Nielsen Soundscan reported that 140 million 
songs were legally downloaded through online 
music stores last year. That’s approximately 14 
million albums sold on top of the old-school 
CD format, which still accounts for 98 percent 
of the total 666 million albums sold last year.
